Ambulance  Services. — Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.  An  Ambulance  Station  to  cover  the  needs 
of  the  Rural  District  is  established  in  Standish  and  the  service  is  quite 
satisfactory. 

Home  Nursing. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  home  nursing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  chemical  analyses  by  the 
County  Analyst,  Preston.

A  seven-day  refuse  collection  service  is  operated  throughout 
the  Council’s  District.  Two  Dennis  Paxit  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles 
are  engaged  full-time  on  this  work,  and  the  disposable  sack  system 
is  in  operation  throughout  the  Council’s  area.  The  hygiene  of  refuse 
collection  has  been  considerably  improved. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Dalton.
